R E V A ILIN G styles present so manv 
pretty and attractive features that 
they really become fascinating.

Such quaintness not unfrequently is sug­

Taffeta always seems to call for 
pretty self trimmings and pinked out 
edges for the ruffles and little frills which 
arr used thereon.
